“The Students MUST Come First” 


Since its founding 95 years ago, St. Joseph has 
periodically had to endure extremely trying situa- 
tions. The destruction of the 1923 Great Kanto 
Earthquake and the havoc of World War || brought 
death, separation, repatriation, and imprisonment 
to students and staff alike. Despite the natural and 
man-made horrors, the Marianist Religious Com- 
munity has always kept the school open. Although 
the facilities at Sumiyoshi for the Yokohama earth- 
quake refugees or in Gora for those students 
stranded by the Pacific War might have been 
somewhat makeshift, the intent was clear - the 
students' welfare and education were the primary 
focus. 

This Christian ideal also extended to other 
students, as when St. Joseph took in neighboring 
St. Maur's girls for three years allowing the Sisters 
to rebuild their bombed out school. Among the 
outstanding Marianists who led the students (and 
the school) through these and other crises were: 
Bro. Louis Stoltz, Bro. John Gaschy, Fr. Karl 
Wilhelm, Bro. Al Soden, and Fr. Francis Gerber. 
Last November's announcement that the Tokyo 
Marianists wished to close St. Joseph in 1997 


precipitated another great trial. 
Miraculously the parents, Fr. 
Mueller and the other Yokohama 
Marianists, the staff, and the 
alumni united to oppose the 
planned closure. The ensuing 
struggle to protect the students 
has been hard, at times discour- 
aging, and is far from over. Asa 
result of the opposition, now the 
school is to remain open as long 
as there are students enrolled. 
When the parents were told that 


no new Marianists would be sent, their thunderous 
response was "We don't need new religious, Fr. 
Mueller will guide us spiritually!" 

The idea that "The students MUST come first" 
was voiced by Fr. Jim when the idea of the 
school's imminent closure was first putforward 
back in November, 1995. His call was rapidly 
picked up by the parents, religious, staff, and 

alumni who formed the SJIS Protection Society, 
without which the 1997 closure would easily have 
become a fait accompli. Now, united behind 
Father's leadership, St. Joseph can pass through 
this ugly crises and thrive for a second century and 
beyond.
